does not, but has done that 
which is worſe, viz. Corrupted 
the Catholick Faith; not by

ture of Sacraments ; by corrup- 

ting Liturgies, and the 'Faſts 
and Feſtivals of the Church ; 
and ſo are much worſe, upon 
this account, than the Dona- 
tiſts, who did not Corrupt the 
Chriſtian Faith.

6. We retain - the whole 
Faith, and [Inſtitutions of 
Chriſt, intire ; which, I bope, 
is no Fault, either in Dona- 
tiſts, or in the Church of 
England. We retain the an- 
cient Uſe of Faſts and Feſti- 
vals ; and vindicate our. Juſt 
Liberties from the Uſurpa- 
tions of the Biſhop of Rome z 
who is not -contented to' be 
the Weſtern Patriarch, but 
will be an Univerſal Biſhop, 
the Sovereign Head of the 
Church, and Infallible Judge 
of Controverſies. By which 
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extravagant Claims, he juſtly Forfeits even that Patriarchal 
Right, which the Canons of the Church formerly allowed 
him , in honour to the Imperial City, of , which he was 
Biſhop : For when a Grant upon meer Courteſy is impro- 
ved into Tyranny and Uſurpation, there is no Obligation 
to continue thoſe Reſpets, which are now Challenged not 
upon Courteſy, but as an Original and Inviolable Right ; 
and improved, from honourable ReſpeRts, into Empire-and 
unlimited Juriſdiction. However, we need not.trouble our 
ſelves with this Diſpute. 
hundred Years after Chriſt, -never had any Dependance on 
_ Rome; and what was after this was only Uſurpation; and 
an uſurped Authority may be — without Schiſm.

A. And why net involving Papiſts as well as Proteſtants ? For we.have leſt to 


do with Donatiſm than they have.” What St. Auſtin ſays againſt the Donatifts is _ 


upon the account of their Schiſm, and may indeed be applied to other Sthiſmaticks : 
But before they can be applied to us, they muſt prove wu to be Schiſmaticksg 
which is not ſo eaſy to do, as to take it for granted ;, which our Author, I ſee, 
moſt inclined to. But, if the Schiſmatich ſhould fall to their own ſhare, they muſt 
take the Ceriſure of St. Auſtin to themſelves. l

- Bond of Peace, - laſtly, in the Catholick Church it ſelf, you are not with ws. 


B. "T'O agree in Faith and Worſhip, and yet to divide Communion, is cer- 

: tainly a notorious Schiſm, And thus St. Auſtin proves the Donatiſts to 
\be Schiſmaticks; That they had the ſame Baptiſin, the ſame Creed, the ſame 
Sacraments, but would not Communicate with them 3 and- thereby Divided 


themſelves from the Catholick Church ; did not Preſerve the Spirit of Unity in. 


The Bond of Peace, but Refuſed to own themſelves of the ſame- Church, And 
this muſt be Schiſm ; for nothing can juſtify a Separation, but a Corruption 
of Faith or Worſhip. But the Caſe is vaſtly different between us and the 
Church of Rome. For we have not the ſame Creed, the ſame Sacraments, and 
the ſame Worſhip : The Council of Trent has added a great many new Articles 
to our Creed ; has made a great many new Sacraments, and corrupted the old 
ones, aud has introduced a new and ſtrang Worſhip, the Worſhip of Saints and 
Angels, and, Service in an Unknown Tongue, into the Chriſtian Church. 
And this is the Reaſon not of our Separating from , but of their Flinging us 
out of their Communion, And this Caſe St. Auſtin ſays nothing of ; but we 
are ready to prove, That it is no Schiſm. is; | 
Erift.153. C. The Savraments of Chriſt, which in the Sacrilege of Schiſm you [ Donatifts ] 
have to Judgment, will be profitable. and wholſom to you, when you ſhall have the 
Head, Chrift, in Catholic Peace, where Charity will cover a multitude of Si. 


C. If they apply this to. us, then they muſt at leaſt grant, That we have 
very good Sacraments in our Church, ſuch as are profitable and whalſom ; and 
convey"to us all the Vertue and Benefit of Sacraments, till they can prove us 
guilty of Schiſm 2-And we defire to injoy the Benefit of our -Sacraments-no 


longer.

D. This was a good Argument in St. Azfin's time ; when the whole Catholick 

Church was in one Communion, without any Corruptions in Faith and Worſhip 

to 
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to juffifie a Separation. . For, in this Caſe, whoever ſeparated ffom any Society 
of Chriſtians, ſeparated from the whole Chriſtian Church ; and nothing elfe was 
neceſſary to prove them Schiſmaticks, but only their Separation 5 which was as 
viſible a Schiſm, as tearing an Arm or Leg from the Body. For when the whole 
Church was one Communion, without ' any Corruptions of Paith. or Worſhip, 
there. could be.no Diſpute which was the True Catholick Church z and to Sepa- 
rate from the Catholick Church is certainly Schiſm. This was the Caſe of the 
Donatiſts,_againft whom. St. Auſtin wrote that Book de Umnitate. They had 
nothing to .obj:& againſt the Faith or Worſhip of the Catholick Chur-h;; but 
only pretended, that they Communicated with Traditors , or thoſe who were 
Ordained by them, that is, With thoſe who, in the Times of Perſecution, deli- 
vered up: their Bibles: to the Perſecutors-z-which yet was not ſo great a Fault 
as taking awap the Bible from the People, ( which if they had not had in thoſe 
Days, they could not have delivered it ) And perſecuting thoſe who uſe it. : 

But when the Church js divided in Faith and: Worſhip ,. into a great many * 
different and oppoſite Communions, it is a ridiculous thing for any Part of the 
Church to call it felf the While 5 and then to charge others, as St. Aſtin 
does: the Donatiſts, with Separating ftom. the Whole ; eſpecially, when ſuch. a 
Separation is occ2fioned by ſuch-Corruptions. as are dangerous to Mens Souls. Which 
is vaſtly. different fromthe ftate of the Church in St. Auſtin's time ; and therefore 
what he ſays cannot be immediately applied to us Fhey muſt firſt prove, that 
the Roman Church is the Catholick Church, 'and a- Pure and Uncorrupt Church; 
and then we will grant, that not to Communicate with them is Schiſm. 


E. Thu Church js the Body of Chriſt, as the Apoſtle ſaith, Col.1. 24. For his Cap, 2, 
1 - Body, which-is his Church. Fence ſurely 'tw manifeſt, That he who » no Member 
off Chriſt, cannot have. Chrift:an Salvation: Brut. the Members of Chriſt are jo'd: 
to each other by the Charity of Umty, and by the ſame [ Charity ] do they cohere to 
their Head, Chriſt Jeſus. 


E. To ſeparate from the Body of Chriſt is certainly Schiſm 3 but St. Auſtin in 
the ſame place tells us, that there is a Separation from the Head, as well as from 
the Body ;-that is, from Chriit who is the Head, as well as from his Body, which 
is his Church. The firſt is a Schiſm occafioned by Hereſy ; the ſecond is a'cauſlefs 
| Schiſny without any corruption in Faith and Worſhip. So that He never inten- 
ded that, for fear of Schiſm, we ſh:;uld Communicate with a very Corrupt Church; 
but only warns us not to Separate from the Church of Chriſt, when ſuch a Church 
does not Separate from Ch:ift, But as far as any Church, or Society of Chrittians, 
Separates from Chrift, the Head, ſo far we may and ought to Separate from them.

G. * HTS is all very trne, ard thiszwas the Character of the Donatiſt Schiſn./ 
; They were charged with no Hereſy, for they were Guilty of none 3 but 
only with Separating from the Communion of the Catholick Church, in Prayers, 
and Sacraments, which is a Separation ; - and if it be Cauſleſs, as it was in the 
Donatifts; has the Guilt of Schiſm : But is a very. juſt Separation, and no Schiſm, 
if it have a juſt Cauſe. 


H. Have Prelatical Protiftants of Great Britain and Ireland 'auy 'vifible Come 
munien, in the Eucharift or other Divine Service, with 'any Chriſtian Church on 
Earth ? If they have not, as is undenidhle, then according t6 St. Auguftin,. tbey are 
not in the Catholic Church, are not Members of Chriſt, are without Charity, bene- 
feial Sacraments, bopeful Holineſs, and eternal Salvation. 


H. Do the Prelatical Proteſtants of Great Britain and Ireland refuſe Commu- 
nion Wwith;.or deny Communion to, any Church or: Earth, without a Cauſe ? If 
they do not,they ave Innocent ; if they ſay we do, let them prove it.. We have no-: 
thing in our Worſhip: that can hinder any Chriftian (not Roman-Catholicks them- 

ſelves ) from Communicating with us; and then, if they will not do it, it is 
their own Faults. . We: refuſe Communion - with no Church , with whom. we. 
can. Communicate without Sin ;. and it is no Fault to refuſe Communion, when 
it cannot be had without Sin. And: therefore we are ſtill 5 ebe Catbolick Church, 
- { and, I believe, the beſt Reformed part of the Catholick 'Church; ) we are. 
Members of Chriſt, have rue Cbriſtian Charity ( ſo much , even, for the Church 
. of Rene, that it is made by themſelves an Argument againft us ) and therefore 
doubt not to receive all the benefie of Sacraments 3 and,' if we live holily, to 
receive the Fruits of it in eternal Salvation. . 


I. And thu Cenſure by ſo much the more ft belongs to them, as their Schiſm 
* more contumaciow, their Calummnies aparnſt the Catholich Church.more horrid, and 
their Defettzon by Hereſis, as well 4s Schiſm, wider than the Donatifts. , 


I, Contumacy* can never be in a good-Cauſe, and that we are ſure ours is. 
Though had he known any thing of the Story of the Donatiſts, he would have 
kaown, That no Man can be more conſtant, and vertuouſly teddy, in a good 
Cauſe, than they were contumacioufly Obſtinate in a bad ane. We do not. 
calumniate the Catholick Church, God forbid ! nay, not the Roman Church ; for 
. though we ſay a great wiany Ill things of them, they are True, and that is no 

- Calumny. And are we the greater Schiſmaticks, becauſe we juftifie our Separa- 
tion, by laying the Fault on the Corruptions and Innovations of the Church of 
| Rome ? If the Donatiſts could have done fo, St. Auſtin would not have thought 
them fo much the worſe Schiſmaticks, but no Schiſmaticks at all. And as for 
Hereſy, when This Author can prove us guilty of that, we will allow our felves 
$0 be worſe Schiſmaticks than the Donatiſts were. We. |
